I 
told him then that I would try to got them 
changed, but as & matter.of fact I did not, 
The $500 note from whioh the nogatives 
were taken wae'a good note. 'No'one olsa

prints. I wag paid some money now and 
then by the: prisoner: for taking the 
photographs, I did not liveat No, 107 with 
im. I concealed two of the notes between 
the top of the table and the frame in No. 
92, George Hansen occupied this room. 
George Hansen never told me what ho did 
with the notes I gave him ond the prisoner. 
never informed me: The prisoner did not 
offer any special rowazd for making there 
notes. Whon I wad asked to exchange 
them I was to give the money up to the 
prisoner! they wore to be exchanged for 
do not, know where. the 
photagrayhts instraments are now. The. 
at I saw of them was when George 


Hansen went to Tokio to exchange five a 


notes on Monday last, I, know that he 
went. to change them because he told me 
himself. Hansen took .the lens to Tokio 
to sell it, The rest are remaining in No. 
03: They were taken from 107 to 98 some 
days previous, Hansen did not nell the 
lene, Ho brought it back, but I don’t know 
what he did with it, I know a man named 
Williams, He attempted to change a note, 
He got the note from me. That is tho 
note, Williams asked me for tho note. 
He was aware of. making: the photo- 
graphic copies, “I told him about it, The 
prisoner was aware that Williams know 
about the notes and objected to it, aa he 
on not Aco Williams to know that he 
prisoner) had anything [to do with them, 
Iknew vitttame on the Zenneasee as we 
were both’ on that: vessel together.

_ Anton Williams, sworn.—I was formerly 
in'the Tennessee ada soamon., I was dis- 
charged on the same day os Bennett. . I'was 
for 14 days in Peter Claussen’s, after which 
I served as quartermaster on the Nevada 
trom which I-was discharged on the 25th of 
last month. I recollect taking an apparent,

ANOTHER MODEL CONSUL, 


Mr Nathan J. -Newwitter is Amorlcan Mext 


Oonanl at Kobe—that cheerful, yet slightly 
torpid, port, and he seema to have become 
unaccountably Hehe with o desire of 
forcing himself upon the notice of the 
Mikado of Japan, The first mothod he 
employed was to send His. Majesty an 
invitation to dine or breakfast at the United 
States Consulate, in anticipation of his 
arrival at Kobe on the Way to Kiéto.. The 


-invitation was declined in courteous terme 


by the Japanese, as their manner is, but 
the impertinence of it was doubtless fully 
recognized, and we presume that no re- 
presentation of it was made in- other 
warters, because they did not care to 
Detray any touchiness upon what they 
deemed a piece of mere ill-breeding, But 
Mr Nathan J. Newwitter was not to be 
folled. By some unaccountable stroke of 
irony, fate had made him President of the 
Kobe Municipal Council, and’in this capa- 
city he thonght he could approach. the 
Mikado without Jet or hindrance, Ac. 
cordingly he drew up the following 
document—we believe absolutely without 
the conouttence of his colleagues or even 
any referencé to theom—and the copy which 
was handed to us for publication 1a verbatim 
et titeratim as follows i— 


“Myr Nathan J, Nowwitter, the United 
States Consul and President of the Hiogo 
Municipality, delivered the following address 
to the x:mporor on tho-Sth instar, 

“The pleasant and honored duty of 
welcoming Your Majesty to this section of 
Your Empire and to greet Your Majesty in 


behalf of the Hiogo Municipality and ite | 


residents representing all nations has 
devolved upon me... In offering Your 
Majesty sincere congratulation on your safe 
arrival from the pleasant visit and sojourn 
at the western capital, the historical cities 
and beautiful homes of Your brave, honored: 
and heroic ancestors, I but interpret the 
feeling of the forsign community of Hiogo, 
when in their name I tender you a cordial 
welcome. 

““T havo reason to know thet Your 
Majesty's visit to Kioto, Osaka, Narra and 
Hiogo, and the days you have sojourned in 
the midst of Your people has added joy and 
inspired Your people with patriotic im- 
pulses, and the demonstrations with which 
you have been received is but a proof of a 
people’s love, fidelity and loyalty, - 

“The history of ail ages have from time 
to timo recorded the. glory of their Rulers, 
but none will appear brighter on the pages 
of tho world’s history than that of Your 
Majesty's Esnpire, powerful and majestio 
now as well as centuries ago and progressive 
to o degree which must redown in con- 
tinued National honor and glory, Itisa 
source of pleasure to those who -from 
foreign shores, have made Your Majesty's 
land their home who have watched the 
prospority of Your 
and glory amongat the Nationa of the world, 
which Your Mojesty’a Government has 
achieved in so brief 9 time, aided by Your 
Majesty's personal efforts to promote the 
welfare of Your people, Wishing Your 
Majesty’ continued good health, and that 
Your-Majesty’s Reign may. be happy and 
long continnud 23 well as marked by con- 
stant advatidement in everything that will 
benefit Your land and. people, that poate 
and plenty essential to greatnoss and glory 
may ever surround Your Majesty's Govern-
